RECONVENES TODAY 


Washington, February 26.—The 
supreme court will meet tomorrow, 
having been in recess since January 
30, preparing opinions in cases ar- 
gued or otherwise submitted ‘during 
the present term. A number of im- 
portant cases await decision, and 
should the court follow its practice 
of recent years, some. of them will 
be disposed of upon reconvening. 

Among the cases in which decisions 
are expected Monday, or in the near 
future, are the United Shoe Machin- 
ery corporation and the Standard 
Fashion company, cases both under 
the Clayton act, charging the former 
through leases based on patent rights, 
and the latter by contracts on copy- 
righted articles, with enforcing ar-

New York Commercial believes the 
time has arrived to reorganize the 
nation’s policy toward business prac- 
tice whether it be big: busin or lit- | 
t'e business.

“The passage of the Sherman law 

some 30 years ago was intended’ to 
meet a situation existing at that time 
but which only partially. exists today. 
It was based not so much upon sound 
economic theory as upon a -cateh- 
phrase that ‘competition is the life 
~ trade.” Restraint of competition 
has been deemed to be ‘restraint of 
trade,’ and-so it was written into the 
law. It provided no elasticity. At- 
tempts to enforce the law according 
to-its letter proved it to. be unworka- 
ble, and so the supreme court wrote 
into it the word ‘unreasonable,’ as- 
suming thereafter that there could be 
both reasonable and unreasonable re- 
Straint of trade. ° 

“Thirty years ago it may have been 
necessary to eoeegeniae our code of 
business ethics. Today it is necessary 
to effect another reorganization to 
meet the complicated conditions of 
modern business enterprise. Thirty 
years ago we were not even consid- 
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| the richest country in the world. We 

i business laws .to coincide with 
the importance of a country that can 
call upon the world to disarm and 
have that call h R 
_ “We need business laws to provide 
for and encourage the growth of busi- 
ness and the expansion of industry. 
We need laws to help legitimate busi- 
ness and to send criminals to jail. 
We do not need laws that make crim- 
inals of honest men. Nine-tenths of 
the business of the country is con- 
ducted honestly and honorably. Of 
the other tenth. the greater part of it 
may go as far as the law get 
arfd will then stay within it. The re- 
maining fraction may indulge in crim- 
inal practice, but we should not place 
a'l business under suspicion just to 
get at that fraction.

Republic Sales Corporation 
Sends Open Letter to 
the Mayor. 


A conference will be held Monday 
morning at 10 o’clock in the office of 
Mayor Key, on the call of the mayor, 
for the purpose of considering recom- 
mendation for the purchase of six 
White trucks for the sanitary depart- 
ment, one White truck for the water- 
works department, and: four Arm- 


leder trucks for the streets depart- 
ment. 


These recommendations were ac- 
cepted by city. council, but that call- 
ing for the purchase‘of the Armleder 
machines was reversed by the board 
of alderman, and Mayor Key has now 
held up all purchases pending an in: 
vestigation. Summoned to the confer- 
ence Monday morning are the heads 
of the three departments involved, 
the city purchasing agent, and the’su- 
perintendent of the municipal garage. 
The mayor claims that the Armleder 
trucks were quoted to the city at a 
price $140 in excess of the price asked 
last year. 


Open Letter to Mayor. 
In this connection R. F. Stuart, 


manager of the Atianta branch o€ the. 


Republic Truck Sales corporation, 
which entered a bid, has issued an 
open letter to the mayor, in which 
he says that in his bid the entire 
distributor’s profit was contributed to 
the city of Atlanta; that the Repub- 
lic is suitable for the work the city 
requires; and that by purchasing 
these trucks the city would save $12,- 
000 on the eleven trucks. In part 
he says: 

“The lowest bids of the Republic 
Truck Sales corporation were omit- 
ted in the report that accompanied 
the purchasing committee’s recommen- 
dation to the finance committee, who 
cut down the quantity of trucks rec- 
ommended by the purchasing commit- 
tee but otherwise followed the pur- 
chasing committee’s recommendation. 

“If Republic trucks were purchased 
fer the revised quantity approved by 
the finance committee, the saving to 
the city would be $1,219 per truck 
on the 314-ton trucks, or a saving 
of $7,314; and on the 2%-ton trucks 
of $1,000 per truck, making a total 
saving on the ten trucks for the sani- 
tary and street department of $11,- 
312.34.'

TERE THE SKIN 


‘There has been a great deal of dis- 
cussion recently as to whether steam- 
ing is good for the face or not. U ‘sually 
I do not advise people to steam the 
complexion because the process is an 
exceedingly drying one. What I ad- 
vise instead is to wring an old soft 
towel from hot water and to hold this 
over the face for a moment, until the 
towel begins to cool. This process 
is to be repeated three or four times 
and gives enough heat to open the 
pores of the skin. It does not dry 
up the natural oils as a more vigor- 
vus steaming does. 


But in some cases steaming is neces- 
sary. If there are a good many erup- 
tions on the skin, or if there are a 
quantity of very large blackheads the 
following ao ate of opening the pores 
should be adépted 

Bend over a fark bowl of very hot 
water; if possible the bowl should be 
over heat so that the water does not 
cool. Throw a couple of large towels 
over the head so as to hold in all the 
steam. Two or three minutes over the 
hot water will open the pores of the 
complexion and will make the skin 
red and wet. 

Then proceed to rub the skin with 
cleansing cream or with some medi- 
cated ointment for the eruptions. The 
most effective way to treat pimples, 
aside from the necessary dieting, is 
to rub sulphur ointment on the face, 
then steam it. This gives the oint- 
ment.a proper chance to penetrate the 
pores of the skin and to heal the 
pimples. A cold cream massage and a 
rinse should follow.

!College Athletics Discussed 


By Prominent Army Orica 


Editor's’ Note—The following “article was received yesterday 
from Major Craig; who is a nationally known authority in college ~— 
sports. There are some fine points brought out touching a situ- 
ation that is beginning to attract considerable attention in the 


United States. 
BY MAJOR LOUIS A. CRAIG. 
(Fort McPherson) : 

Questions relating to college ath- 
letics are frequently before the pub- 
lie eye. The subject of athletics is 
interesting to the press-reading pub- 
lic. Athletic prowess is an admirable 
quality among Americans, The place 
of athletics in the colleges is prob- 
ably not altogether understood nor is 
it given a great deal of thought. What 
is the object of athletics in college? 
How should it be conducted and what 
is its relationship to other activities, 
generally considered ? , 


Athletics should be primarily a 
form of pleasant recreation, affording 
physical benefit at the same time. The 
element of competition tends to in- 


crease interest, hence the contests and 
games that are current. It would 
seem to follow, therefore, that the in- 
stitution having the greatest percent- 
age of its personnel engaged in some 
form of athletic activity would have 
the healthiest average of minds and 
bodies. There is no question that 
physical betterment follows prudent 
and systematic exercise, and that the 
efficiency of mental activity is there- 
by increased. Therefore; athletics 
should have a very prominent place 
in the life of the student body. It is 
a positive aid to his academic suc- 
cess. 
Tail Wags the Dog. 


It would seem that in some insti- 
tutions the athletic tail wags the dog. 
The primary interest of the student 
body is centered in its team. THD 
TEAM has come to represent the col- 
lege as nothing else does. The stu- 
dent body subordinates tts very in- 
terest to the service of the team. Col- 
lege spirit and loyalty to the institu- 
tion are centered, and very emotionally 
demonstrated, in that service. No sac- 
rifice that will further the interests 
of the team is too great, be it to take 
an active part on the field or to mere- 
ly hold a player’s sweater. The grind, 
who devotes some or all of the practice 
period to his books—the free lance 
who prefers to. take his recreation in 
some other manner, are rather likely 
to earn the outspoken disapprobation 
of their fellows. Where this general 
condition exists, the major interest of 
the student body is taken from its 
legitimate channels and the body as a 
whole is losing the opportunity and in- 
centive for physical betterment. 

There is another phase of college 
athletics to be considered—the very 
specialized training undergone by the 
individual members of certain teams. 
In some of the more violent sports, 
it is doubted if the participant is ben- 
efitted. Aside from the more or less 
permanent injuries resulting from 
many athletic contests (and these in- 
juries far from offset the character- 
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building qualities of the game) 
high efficiency of training to 
immediate future needs, is badly cal 


culated to meet the more distant 


ture needs of the individual. In ¢ 
words, the “siden of the t

Hold of Interest. 

The hold of intercollegiate contesta: 
upon the interest of the student body 
is so great that any scheme aiming @t 
their elimination would meet: with — 
strong opposition. ‘The athletic ape * 
inence of many institutions is, agaify- —~ 
an excellent advertising medium and 
tends to attract a following outside 
of its normal field. And it is 
seriously questioned if it is desirajie ~~ 
to eliminate intercollegiate contests én- 
tirely.. Since seasons of training are’ 
usually directed to obtaining the | 
chances of victory in one game ont¥; 
and since the success or failure of a 
team’s season is not measured by it# 
proportion of victories, but rather 
upon its success in a single game, 4t 
might be a step in the proper 
tion to limit the number of intercob — 
legiate contests. The period in which 
the individual members of a team’ 
could train as a unit might also le 
limited. The best method of develope 
ing material for the one, or few inter 
collegiate games, would then depend 
upon having the maximum number of: 
teams engaged in interclass,interdorm- 
itory, or similar games. This would 
tend to greatly reduce over-specialing= 
tion, physical strain and professional 
coaching. The more or less generul 
elimination of professional coaches, 
trainers and other specialists that 
have grown out of the existing sys+ 
tem, should be ‘aimed at. It goes 
without saying that an efficient staff 
of physical directors, as such, isia@ 
necessity in any college. 

The country wants red- blooded mem 
men who have been schooled in self+ 
control of strength with their fellows, 
who. lose a game, or win it, with 
equal grace. We want as many e# 
possible to pass through that mill. We — 
want an active athletic spirit in owr 
colleges rather than a general rooting 
spirit. A protest against the present 
system is being heard from severad 
sources. It appears that the time ie 
ripe for constructive betterment. ®. 
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FOULS SPOIL 
MANY FINE 
CHANCES 


The present tournament is the 
cleanest and best basketball that At- 
lanta has seen for some time. The 
officials are strict, as they ssould be, 
and the personal foul ruling has 
taken a number of players from 
games at what appeared to be crit- 
ical moments. There is no question 
that the removal of Bell, of Vandy. 
on Saturday night toward the close of 
the Georgia game knocked Vandy’s 
chances. of winning for a row of 
chateaus. But when the rules say 
that four personal fouls are the limit 
—well, that’s what it means. 

One way that basketball is not 
funny, however, is that it is a game 
where luck plays a mighty important 
part. It has been said that luck plays 
a smaller part in this game than in 
most any other line of sports, but 
this statement is questionable. to say 
the least. An unlucky team never 
won a basketball game—and the 
lucky ones seldom come out second. 

Basketball is. a funny game, and, 
like golf, it is looked on with sus- 
picion bv those who have never 
played. A basketball player, as a 
usual thing, does not excel in other 
lines of sport, even though he is a 
star of the purest ray serene at the 
cage game. Of course, there are ex- 
ceptions to this rule, but, as the 
statistician would tell you. these ex- 
ceptions merely go to prove‘the rule. 

Basketball is a rough game, in 
spite of what general belief has it, 
and the man who enters a game with 
a complete covering of skin may count 
himself fortunate if he does not de- 
posit anywhere from a few unim- 
portant patches to several pounds of 
his personal epidermis around and 
When the 
officials are lenient in the matter of 
calling fouls, the game omes a 
cross between mayhem and the lesser 
degrees of assault and battery with 
or without intent.

cial.)—In an article addressed “To the 
Farmers of Cobb County,” J. kh. Fow!l- 
er, one of the state’s best know - cot- 
ton buyers, calls the attention of the 
farmers sharply to the fact that dur- 
ing the past three years north Geor- 
gia cotton has steadily deteriorated in 
quality, and that they must quit grow- 


-ing short lint cotton. He shows in 


his article that they are losing up to 
4 cents a pound now, and that a mar- 
ket for their cotton is getting scarce. 

“As most of you know, I have béen 
buying cotton here for the past twenty 
years, and in a small way have ship- 
ped cotton to almost every country on 
the globe,” he writes. “‘What I wish 
to give is cold facts and not ‘hot air.’ 
Moreover, it refers to a problem which 
every farmer must face and solve soon- 
er or later or cease to produce cotton. 
To cease production when we live in 
the very garden spot of the greatest 
cotton produeing country of all the 
world is unwise and without any 
thought of the lint or length of staple 
is suicidal in the extreme. 

“The cold facts stick eut and stare 
us in the face so plainly and the proofs 
are too positive and overwhelming at 
this time for any farmer to doubt that 
“sve must produce eotton of a better 
staple if we are to succeed. Cottons 
of shorter staple (staple less than an 
inch) have been introduced all over 
the cotton belt, and owing to their 
high yield of lint they have gained fa- 
vor greatly to the financial undoing 
of the farmer. That such a mistake 
was easy to make is perfectly logical 
ou first thought and was not confined 
to the small farmer by any means. 
That some of our largest and best 
farmers made the mistake and will 
continue to do so for a few more year? 
does not alter the facts in the case nor 
replace the losses incurred from the 
practice. Neither does it remove any 
other farmer's obligations to himself 
and family nor excuse his business 
judgment at a time when any can 
easily see the handwriting on the wall 
if he will. 

“Every farmer witt agree with” me 
that to make cotton at a profit under 
present conditions we must do every- 
thing possible not only to increase the 
yield per acre; but to increase the re- 
turns from the cotton when sold. 
Whether all agree or not the facts are 
that we are losing more today from 
the quality and length of staple and 
the method of handling and marketing 
than we are from the ravages of the 
dreaded boll weevil. That we are los- 
ing most of this through neglect of 
quality and length of staple I do not 


doubt. 
Change Must Be Made. 

“The day of reckoning is at hand, 
as we shall presently see from the 
proof I will submit and which is only a 
sample of a hundred I could submit if 
space permitted. When I mention 
length of staple I have reference, of 
course, only to the different lengths 
of short staple and not to long staple 
cotton. Practically all farmers of this 
section know, as well as I do, that 
much cotton is being grown at the pres- 
ent time with staple of 5-8 to 7-8- 
inch, They know which varieties these 
are. They know also that there are 
others which run an inch or better. 
What they do not know or have not 
in the past, or are not now willing to 
admit, is that they are receiving from 
$5 to $25 per bale less for this cotton 


worth. 

“They have been prone to fool them- 
selves into believing that they are get- 
ting as much as their neighbor who 
grows Cleveland Big Boll College No. 
1 or some such variety, and :therefore 
they are getting the top of the market. 
That they have been getting as much 
as their neighbor I will admit, but 
nothing could be further from the facts 
than that they are getting thé top of 
the market simply because theiz neigh- 
bor with good inch or better staple has 
been forced to take their price instead 
of him getting the better staple. Any 
produce sells according to the poorest 
of the lot, not the best, as can be veri- 
fied any day, on the cotton yard: by 
observing the price paid for a bale 
with a bad side and a good one in a 
crate of fruit a part of which is of 
very peor quality. 

Case of Hiding. 

“This is invariably the case unless 
the poor can be hidden with the good. 
The cotton of poor staple has been hid- 
den and overshadowed to some extent 
by that of better quality for years, but 
that this can not longer be done I will 
show by quoting a letter received from 
the Exposition Cotton Mills, of At- 
lanta, Ga.: 

“On account of the shortness of staple 
and weakness in breaking strength we are 
being forced to go out of north Georgia 
for cotton. Our consumption annually is 
around twenty thousand bales. For forty 
years prior to season of 1918-19 we bought 
all our requirements within fifty to seventy- 
five miles of Atlanta and if, by chance, a 
small lot was bought from other territory 
tn —— in contract ‘staple equal north 


*‘We have in thé past bought four to five 
thousand bales per season from Marietta 
dealers. Beginning with season 1919-20, on 
account of shortness and weakness of staple, 
w: began buying in Mississippi,. Arkansas 
and Alabama, buying about 25 per cent of 
our requirements in that territory that

“The Exposition Cotton mills is 
only an example of what has hap- 
pened to our cotton market here and 
what hundreds of mills have been 
forced to do, in various sections of 
the country, but this is not all. To 
give some ‘dea of the loss entailed by 
the farmers on account of introduc- 
tion of these ruinous short staples I 
submit quotations on various staples 
received in a letter from one of. the 
biggest cotton brokerage firms in North

-“Three-fourth and 7-8-inch staple 
almost impossible to sell.

“These prices are based on March 
futures being around 17.50. 

“If the farmer can only be made’ 
to realize that he can get from one- 
half to two or three cents a pound 
more for his cotton when he plants; 
seed for selected staple instead of 
any kind of seed that will produce 
any kind of lint, .it will only be a 
question of time before our section 
would be known as a good staple sec- 
tion and the cotton would bring much 
better prices than it now brings. Un- 
less the farmers plant better .seed it 
is only a question of another™ year 
before north Georgia cotton will bring 
the same as south Georgia. 

“This shows a difference of 3 1-4 
cents, according to léngth of lint 


the earnest consideration of every 
farmer in Cobb county. In practice 
the -difference would be even greater 
if we had a reputation of growing a 
very fine staple. These changes are 
not brought about in a day, but as 
surely ag we continue to grow cotton 
and continue we will, it has got to 
come, and the sooner the better. 
Nerth Georgia Losing Out. 

“There was a time when a man 
could be proud that he was handling 
north Georgia cotton as it was the 
standard by which most of the mills 
south and east bought their supply, 
but the introduction of. chaffy short 
staple varieties is making our once 
boasted standard a joke and is driving 
some of our best customers, the ex- 
porter and the eastern mills, to other 
sections for the kind of cotton they 
demand and must have. Not only this, 
but mills right at our‘very door are 
going elsewhere for their cotton when 
they much prefer to buy from us. 


Larger Yield Is Deceiving. 

/“Every man who has the interest 
fof his fellow man at heart must feel 
the same way when brought face to 
face with the facts. I have before 
me a letter from Dr. Andrew M. 
Soule,, president of the State College 
of Agriculture, which is typical of the 
feeling of every man in Georgia who 
is in position to know just what these 
losses are, and from which I quote as 


follows: 

There is no doubt that cotton having the 
etaple of j-inch or more will command a 
ready prethium on almost any market in 
this country if that fact ie once well es- 
tablished. It is suicidal policy on ,the part 
our people to grow cotton of less than 
%-inch staple. It is true that the market

the mills themselves. The future of the 
cotton industry in this section will be af- 
fected a great deal therefore bv all length 
and character of staple produced. ‘There is 
no trouble in the world about producing a 
very superior staple of cotton in your sec- 
tion. It is just a question of selecting 
varieties that have been etandardized and 
kept so by rigid system of seed selection. 
Wr mix up all our varieties at the gin- 
house and we plant a lot of seed that is not 
suited te the needs of our territory and 
the cultivation of which should be elimi- 
nated altogether. The question of stand- 
ardizing the staple of our cotton is now & 
live issue throughout the entire cotton belt. 
This institution has produced varieties and 
given them to the public free of cost which 
possess a most excellent staple. We have 
worked and fought for the recognition of a 
better type of cotton seed for the past fif- 
teen years, Our farmers are literally losing 
each year thousands upon thousands of dol- 
lars becauee they are not producing cotton 

of a desirable staple. 
Must Have a Good Product. 

“The question is certainly more 
serious than most people seem to 
think. Co-operative marketing as- 
sociations are all right, and I be- 
lieve in them, but for any co- 
operating marketing association to 
do the farmer the most good, no 
matter along what lines it is work- 
ing, it must have something worth 
while to prosper or survive unless 
it had a worth-while animal to 
offer the public. No individual, or 
group of individuals, can put off a 
bad article on the public and con- 
tinue to fool all the people. The 
citrus growers of Florida or the 
great fruit exchanges of California 
were not organized to put off cheap 
of trashy fruit on the public, but 
rather to exploit a superior product 
and then to find a market and se- 
cure the top price. My impression 
is that co-operative marketing as- 
sociations are being formed here 
for the very. same purpose, hence 
my appeal to the people of Cobb 
county to produce a grade of cotton 
that will regain for us our lost 
reputatiion. 

“We no longer exercise a monop- 
olistic control of cotton production. 
At the present time about 40 per 
cent of the world’s supply of cotton 
is produced abroad, and unless we | 
can correct many of the abuses 
that are associated with the grow- 
ing and hadling of the crop here 
that percentage is likely to be 
greatly increased. It is at least 
coming to a showdown, and in a 
showdown of this kind equality will 
always be the winning hand.
